Charles Ponzi Admits $8,500,- 
000 Profit in a Few Months, 
but Has to Stop Now. 


PAID 50% ON 45-DAY LOANS 


Bought Foreign Money, Shipped 
It and Got Back Double 
in Postal. Notes. 


BOSTON, July 26.—A bar was placed 
today on the rush of people, to give their 
money to Charles Ponzi, head of the 
Securities Exchange Company, on his 
promise to repay their-investment with 
50 per* cent. -profit in forty-five days. 
After a conference with ‘District Attor- 
ney. Pelietiet, Ponzi, ‘whose ‘business is 
described as, the exchanging of inter- 
national reply” coupons from one country 
to another,» agreed to accept no further 
deposits until an auditor selected by the 
District Attorney has examined his at- 
ounts which are said“to run into mil- 
‘Mons. , Hundreds of persons were turned 
away with their money in their hands 
after Ponzi issted the order to his office 
force. 

District Attorney Pelletier said he was 
acting under-no specific statute in bring- 
ing about the halt in receipt of funds 
by Ponzi, which have been estimated at 
$200,000 a day: He suggésted the action,

eral officers or employes, or to discrimi- 
nate among their employes or appli- 
eants for political reasons. 

‘Otherwise, Presidential appointees 
wil! be allowed to take such a part in 
political campaigns as is taken by any 
private citizen, except that they muet 
not use their offices to control political 
movements, must not neglect their public 
duties, must not cause public scandal by 
their activity. 

** Competitive employes, while retain- 
ing the right to vote and to express 
privately their opinions on political aub- 
jects, are forbidden to take an active 
part in political ar ement or in poli- 
tical campaigns. also applies to 
temporary employes, a duadlaees on leaves 
of absence with or without pay, sub- 
stitutes and laborers. _ Political activity 
in city, county, State or national elec- 
tions, whether primary or Ms ogee on 
behalf of any party or candidate, o Bef 
measure to be voted upon, is’ prohibt 

‘* Bmployes are accountable for paliti- 
cal activity by persons other than them- 
selves, including wives or husbands, if, 
in fact, the employes are thus accom- 
plishing by collusion and indirection 
what they may not lewfully do directly 
or openly. Political activity in ts re- 

ardiess of methods or means 
a the employe, constitutes the viola 

tion.’

PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 26.—To those 
who knew Dr. Harry Edgar Campbell, 
formerly a prosperous physician of the 
North Side, the news that he had cigd 
in New York after working. many 
months as a dishwasher in a restaurant, 
was a shock..

“When Dr. Campbell left Pittsburgh 
two years ago last Fall,”’ she said to- 
day, ‘he. said goodby to me and 
seemed in good spirits.

After 
serving as assistant physician in the 
Philadelphia’ General Hospital, he came 
to Pittsburgh, where he gained a repu- 
tation and had a fine practice. 

* Dr. Campbell was a genjus,’’ Dr. W. 
J. Schreck, a friend of the dead man, 
said’ today. -*‘ Dr.. Campbell Had held the 
reputation of being one of the - best 
diagosticians in Pittsburgh and had.been 
considered one of the most prominent 
physicians in this city.’ - 

After moving, from the Sheffield Street 
residence -Dr. Campbell had offices in 
the Real Estate Trust and Savings Bank 
Building, 516 Federal Street. He mar- 
ried Mrs: Miller, a widow, whose daugh- 
ter was sent by him to Europe for musi- 
cal training.

It 
ean fix higher salaries for those who 
ought to have them—and whose serv- 
ices the city may lese if they are not 
better rewarded—while avoiding the in- 
equalities resulting from handing out a 
20 per cent. increase indiscriminately. 
The rough-and-ready system ought 
not to be employed ‘in matters which 
obviously require patient study of de- 
tails and of individual cases.

TREASURY AND MONEY MARKET. 

Secretary Houston is undoubtedly 
correct in his figures, and he inter- 
prets them optimistically, as is right 
and proper in an officer charged with 
such great responsibilities. All will 
rejoice with him that our gross debt 
is falling. It was at its peak last Au- 
gust, ‘at $26,596,701,640, and -since 
then has .fallen by $2,297,380,180. 
But on a comparison ‘of fiseal years 
the reduction is given at $1,185,184,- 
692. In other words, the reduction is 
léss ovér a period longer by only two 
months. Here there seems @ sugges- 
tion of some coffusion between the 
funded and floating debts, The Treas- 
ury is in and out of the money market 
so often, sometimes redeeming. debt 
and sometimes issuing debt, that it is 
possible to make the debt reduction 
more or less by sélection of the times 
for comparisons. And there may be a 
question of asset reduction which mod- 
erates rejoicing at debt reduction. A 
man who pays.a promissory note from 
his bank deposit, or from cash in till, 
reduces his debt without improving his 
financial position. The general fund 
of the Treasury was reported last week 
at $5096,565,951, against $889,925,288 
a month before and $1,379,326,980 a 
year ago. The country’s debt fs less, 
as the Secretary says, but the Treas- 
ury is worse off. The Secretary an- 
nounced the issue of $201,061,500 of 
Treasury certificates only last week, 
less than a month after the date of his 
comparisons, and there are plenty 
more certificates to come. The railway 
wage award carries back pay which 
the. Treasury. must meet, apparently 
by issuing more certificates. That is 
not information to the Secretary, for 
he mientions it in a by-the-way man- 
ner which might escape the attention 
of the hasty reader. 

It is agreeable also to learn that the 
country is almost paying its way, the 
fiscal year’s deficit of ordinary re- 
ceipts over ordinary expenditures be- 
ing only $71,879,072. But for the cur- 
rent fiscal year to date the deficit 
already is $133,615,702. Debts and 
expenses cannot be explained away by 
classifying them. The Secretary right- 
ly says that increases of debt certifi- 
cates in anticipation of taxes mean 
nothing so long as the taxes exceed 
the” issues of certificates. But there 
is no guarantee that the same taxes 
will yield the same totals from year 
to year, and in fact there is some réa- 
son to anticipate that the tax receipts 
may be disappointing. The excess 
profits tax, for example, has been said 
to be levied.on a bubble, there. being 
nothing so uncertain as war ‘profits. 
If trade should be quieter and profits 


land taxes less, - the Treasury would 


have good reason for saying that the 
increase of the deficit ana debt was no 
more than should be expected. °

paying them out again, when the 
taxes are oppressive and the Treasury 
exacts accommodation at rates below 
those of distressed business, the Treas- 
ury can expect only moderate applause 
for its policy. Bankers are beginning 
to feel toward the Treasury much as 
they felt toward New York City some 
years ago, and as they feel at present 
toward Chicago, which is issuing cer- 


tificates in anticipation of taxes that. 


have not even been levied: The Treas- 
ury and Congress should be given 
plainly to understand that there are 
both political and financial checks on 
the floating debt and the current defi- 
eit. They must be curbed more in the 
manner of private finance. 








SYRIA AND THRACE. 

The year of talk is followed by the 
year of action. The history of 1920 
seems to consist largely of efforts to 
cut several Gordian knots which were 
carefully tied last year. The Syrian 
question, for example, seems nearer 
settlement now than it has ever been. 
Amid the rivalries of French and Brit- 
ish, the ambitions of Arab chiefs, the 
suspicions of hostile religions and 
parties, the diplomats were helpless; 
the best they could do merely made a 
bad matter worse. But General Gou- 
RavD is having better luck. 

After a battle the French have en- 
tered Damascus. They had previously 
occupied Aleppo, and it seems that the 
Emir Farsat, lately proclaimed King 
of Syria, will have to cross the hot 
sands of the desert back to the more 
hospitable Hedjaz.. So long as it was 
a matter of diplomacy FrEIsaL was 
more than a match for the Occidentals. 
He played the British against the 
French, got millions of francs. from 
each side, and finally slid deftly into 
@ new-made throne. But the French, 
sore and disillusioned by settlements 
by negotiation, turned to other meas- 
ures. A rather formidable army was 
concentrated. An ultimatum was sent, 
and FaisaL accepted, but French avi- 
ators reported that Arab troops were 
massing for surprise attacks. So the 
French, who seem to have been hoping 
that the ultimatum would be rejected, 
continued their advance and won a 
considerable victory. 

If-this victory was of the dimensions 
suggested by the official report, it 
ought to go a long way toward restor- 
ing European prestige in the Near 
East. A further contribution toward 
this end is being made by the Greeks. 
While the Turkish peace delegation is 
in Paris preparing to sign the treaty 
and wondering if it will be lyhched for 
so doing when it gets back home, the 
Greeks have been sent to break down 
the resistance of Turkish Nationalists. 
In Anatolia they. have made a good 
start, though the hard work is yet to 
be dome. In Thrace, however, they 
are making excellent progress. Adri- 
anople has fallen, and Colonel Jarar 
TaYarn, who was going to defend that 
city to the bitter end, is hurrying to- 
ward the Bulgarian frontier. He prob- 
ably hopes to get as much reinforce- 
ment as possible from the irregular 
bands of unreconstructed Bulgarians, 
but he cannot cross the frontier. If 
he does, Premier StampoiisKy, who is 
@ somewhat practical person, will al- 
most certainly intern him. : 

The Greek strategy seems to have 
been excellent and the performance of 
the Greek troops competent. To be 
beaten by the Greeks is the most bit- 
ter of all humiliations for the Turks, 
but it will have a beneficial effect on 
public opinion in the Levant. 








AMERICANS IN BRITISH UNIVER-|* 


SITIES. 

Some years must pass before the 
number of American students in Eu- 
ropean universities rises to the point 
teached before the war. Eventually 
there will probably be far more than 
there ever were in the past, but most 
of them will go with a different pur- 
pose. The awe of the German Ph. D. 
has gone with the awe of other things 
German, and not many students will 
go to Germany. Wherever they go, 
most of them are likely to search for 
some special excellence of a particular 
university, or perhaps of some particu- 
lar region, rather than for the mere 
acquisition of a degree. 

Inevitably many 6f these wandering 
Americans will study in the British 
Isles, and the British Educational 
Mission which visited America last 


‘year came chiefly to find what these 


men were likely to avant and how to 
prepare it for them. Before that mis- 
sion left Engiand the British universi- 
ties were already ‘preparing to give 
the Ph. D. degree, hitherto an un- 
known and somewhat .. suspected 
diploma of the foreigner. No doubt 
they decided to adopt it in great meas- 
ure because they knew that American 
tradition demanded it. Oxford at least 
had already found that the best Amer- 
ican scholars were not likely to be at- 
tracted to @ university which paid no 
great attention to research, and re- 
warded such research work as was 
accomplished, however good it ‘might 
be, -with a baccalauréate: degree. that 
im America had a very different sig- 
nificance. But the new degree brought 
changes. with. it; the older Spates 
| universities are giving a 
than.

ses indeed, ‘ that Oxford ‘and 
Cambridge are in prospect of being 
somewhat embarrassed. The residen- 
tial space of the Oxford and Cambridge 
colléges is likely, it seems, to be over- 
taxed by the native demand, without 
considering foreigners. Oxford, of 
course, will have a hundred or so 
Americans in any case on account of 
the Rhodes Scholarships, and an’ ef- 
fort is being made to set before the 
American who expects to study some- 
where tn the British Isles,the advan- 
tages of other institutions. : 

The July number of the American 
Oxonian is devoted principally to some 
account of these other universities. 

Cambridge is known widely enough and 
a Cambridge degree carries weight in 
America, but the newer “ efty.’’ uni- 
versities of England—a misleading 
name—and the older institutions of 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland deserve 
more. consideration than the average 
American desirous of a foreign degree 
is -likely to give them. As Mr. 
TucKER Brooke observes in the mag- 
azine mentioned: 

If Americans will scrutinize care- 
fully the special facilities afforded in 
their particular field by each of the 
British universities, and will select 
for residence an instjtution rather than 
a name, they will do themselves a 
service and greatly reduce the strain 
which their accommodation imposes 
upon the powers of assimilation and 
direction of their British hosts. 

In Leeds and Manchester, to say 
nothing of Edinburgh and Aberdeen, 
American students are likely to find 
a good deal that will be of use to them. 
Drenehing of Oxford and Cambridge 
with a flood too sudden and heavy for

CONSERVED ALASKA. 

Mr. Parnas, the Secretary of the In- 
terior, puts his finger on the sore spot 
of Alaska: ‘ 

There are too many things “re- 
served.”’ One almost thinks of “ ver- 
boten ’’ in Germany. Conservation in 
the States is most desirable, but what 
Alaska needs is more men and women 
and less governmental regulations. 

Never was a truer word spoken of 
that region of unbounded resources 
and potentialities. From the best of 
motives Alaska has been overcon- 
served and constricted. Her develop- 
ment has been fettered lest’ somebody 
should get rich in the process. Not 
thus did the great States of the West 
grow up. They almost paid a bounty 
on energy. A free field and free play; 
and let the pioneer become a “* pluto- 
crat” if he could. They prospered 
because they invited an active and 
ambitious population. Alaska has been 
for years the most beruled, belawed, 
beregulated of countries. Wealth im- 
mense, population scanty, develop- 
ment arrested or straggling. - Such is 

the result of fanatical ‘‘ conservation."’ 
Wasn't it Drysdale in ‘‘ Tom Brown 
at Oxford” who explained, when 
caught, in a vinous moment, burying 
the college plate, that he was ‘ pro- 
viding for posterity’? °

These and like procedures, éspecially 
when applied to women, are all dis- 
cordant with modern ideas, but whether 
they or other devices of the same kind 
are or are not necessary to the main- 
tenance of safety and a decent degree 
of order is a question not to be hastily 
answered, 

On the one hand, ideal management 
demands an ideal manager, and ideal 
managers are not always obtainable. 
On the other hand, the girls and women 
sent to the Bedford Reformatory are 
not all, or always, of sufficient mental- 
ity to be amenable to other arguments 
than that of force, and it is possible, 
is not improbable, that even the best of 
managers could do no more than make 
infrequent the occasions when physical 
suasion has to be substituted for moral.

SENATOR HARDING'S: SPEECH. 





Views on the Republican Candidate's New Position on the Treaty snd 
the League. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: ; 

When will the American people wake 
up to what has been done to them since 
the date of the signing of the armistice? 
Are we at all aware that we have been 
subjected to carefully planned mental 
manipulation—neot te say man-handling 
—on thé subjeet of Mr, Wilson and the 


‘| League of Nations? 


Not that the American people object 
to being humbugged—we deserve our 
reputation for rather Hking it—-but can’t 
we tell when we have had enough? Of 
course it was imperative that,an issue 
for the coming Presidential campaign 
be fabricated. And we are ready to 
grant that heroic measures were required 
to dislodge a political party which had 
carried the country through a success- 
ful war, and that the greatest war in 
all history. But what had the gentle 
American public done that it should be 
made the goat? 

In 1914, or thereabout, we were rude- 
ly awakened to-find that for more than 
a generation the Germans had been fool- 
ing us By 1917 we were involved 
in the great war and in due time we 
balanced our account with those arch- 
plotters and pretenders. ‘Then we set- 
tled down in the comfortable belief that 
we would never be caught that way 
again; when lo! we were once more 
taken off our guard. 

It weally is amazing how loath people 
are to do any thinking on their own 
account, or remembering even. We let 
the ‘‘statesmen’’ do our thinking and 
remembering for ys—they understand 
“* psychology ’’ so much better than we 
do. So when they took a leaf from 
Germany’s book and indulged in the 


tidark art of propaganda we were not 


difficult subjects, They knew if they 
said a thing over and over again a great 
many times and got their friends to say 
it in much the same words we would 
finally come to believe it—no matter 
what the degree of its falsity. They 
might almost come to believe it them- 
selves. 


The most glaring instance of this in re- the 


cent years is seen in the attacks made 
upon the character and policies of Presi- 
dent Wilson. Nothing like it has been 
witnessed since ‘‘ Four more years of 
Linceln—four more years of hell’’ ap- 
penned Ge the celtic OF balthon sans 
uring President Lincoln with- cloven 
hoofs and a spiked tail. 

Yet do we, the people; truly sense 
what is going on? Without protest we 
allow Senator Lodge to say again what 
he has often said before with untiring 
patience and zeal—and what Senator 
Harding is heard to echo in the old 
familiar tones: “The President ignored 
the Senate and so brought calamity ayd 
chaos down upon us.” “The President 
is an autocrat by nature and a Demo- 
crat by accident.” ‘‘ We must preserve 
our independence, we must save the 
country. The Democrats were about to 
sell us out to Europe!” and a dozen 
other allegations partially or wholly 
false, The half truths have served to 
bolster up the patent falsehoods’ and 
the two have been shuffled and shaken 
together until we in our confusion could 
not tell them apart. And so even the 
well-meaning among us were led to 
conclude that so much smoke necessarily 
meant some fire. Yet the great ma- 
jority of these allegations (designed to 
discredit the President and through him 
the ideas of which he has been the 
conspicuous champion and sponsor) could 
be swept into nothingness by a simple 
reference to the facts. A. little think- 
ing, a little remembering is all that is 
needed. 

Take the Republican household ex- 
pression that ‘the President never con- 
sulted with the Senate,’’ for example. 
Lots of good people do not recognize 
that statement as f. it has been re- 
peated so often. A comparative study 
of the records of our Presidents in this 
respect, however, will show that Mr. 
Wilson stands out as a genuine Demo- 
crat; that he has made repeated ad- 
vances to. the Senate; that he personally 
addressed them and asked for their co- 
operation and support before starting 
on his great mission to France and that 
the Senate snubbed his advances on this 
occasion and coldly insulted him. Then 
when he came back from abroad with 
the covenant revised in accordance with 
the desires and best judgment of men 
like Taft and Root he invited the Sen- 
atorial leaders to dine with him at the 
White House that he might discuss with 
them the purpose and meaning of the 
League. At least two of these Senators 
took the pains to write open letters to 
the press refusing the President’s cour- 
teous invitation. Yet Mr. Wilson per- 
sisted and finally persuaded the Senators 
to meet him that he might lay himself 
open to their questions and arguments, 

Another falsehood which has been 
spread abroad—a falsehood cut from the 
sammie piece of whole éloth—is the state- 
ment that Mr. Wilson has insisted upon 
the ratification of the treaty and cove- 
nant “without the dotting of an i or 
the crossing of a t.”” The truth is the 
President has acted like the wise 
farmer who refuses gratuitous offers of 
his enemy and says, “‘I will not permit 
you to cultivate my farm—you are bent 
on its destruction.’’ But the President 
has explicitly stated that there could be 
no reasonable objection to reservations 
fathered by friends of the League idéa. 

Now, it is true that the Republicans 
really have found an issue for their 
campaign if they can prove that Mr.

SEE JAPAN THERE TO STAY. 


Tokio Papers Discuss Seizure of the 
Siberian Littoral. 


TOKIO, July 6.—The decision of Japan 
to occupy the Siberian Littoral until 
éstablishment of a responsible Russian 
Government, which will enable a satis- 
factory settlement of the Nikolaievsk 
** massacre,’’ is regarded by the Japan- 
ese newspapers aS an important devel- 
opment of the Siberian policy, tanta- 
mount to indefinite eacepeien of North- 
ern Saghalien and the Nikolaievsk re- 
gion by Japan. 

Newspapers call attention to Northern 
Saghalien Island, off the Siberian 
coaSt, as rich in ‘gold silver, coal and 
oil and the Nikolaievsk region as valu- 
able for its fisheries and forestry. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—All of the 
allied and associated Governments ad- 
dressed by Japan with a statement of 
her purposes in occupying the northern 
portion of the Island of Saghalien and 
the territory on the opposite Asiatic 
coast have expressed satisfaction ex- 
cept the United States. 

The United States Government thus 
far has withheld its approval of the 
Japanese action, and in the counsé of 
the exchanges, which are still in prog- 
ress, is understood to have let it be 

that it stands for adherence to 
the ‘treaty of Portsmouth, under which 
the northern half of the Island of Sag- 
halien was to remain in ession of 
eigen The Ja ese note stated that 
the occupation of this nem yg had been 
made necessary to protect Japanese. in- 
terests which had ae encangnre’ by 
the Bolshevist campaign in Amur 
River section, with the resulting mas- 
sacre of Japanese soldiers and civilians 
by hundreds at Nikolaievsk. It added 
that the occupation would be continued 
until some responsible Government had 
been created. by the Russians themsélves 
which would guarantee protection to 
other nationalities. 

Originally and before the Nikolaievsk 
affair the Japanese military authorities 
had contemplated the recognition of the 
so-called Bast Siberian Republic, which 
might have taken jurisdiction over the 
Amur River céuntry.

DR. J. C. GREEN DIES AT 102. 


Fall Fatal to Once President of 
Pennsylvania Dental Society. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 26.—Dr. Jesse 
C. Green, 102 years and 7 months old, 
— at his home, in West Chester, Pa., 

today, as a result of falling from a step- 
ladder in his home ten days ago while 
hanging a picture.

America’s Olympic athletes, the great- 
est collection of track and field mon, 
boxers, wrestlers, mén and women 
swimmers, cyclists and tug-of-war men 
éver assembled in. the history of the 
country, yesterday began their history- 
making trip to Antwerp, Belgium, and 
the seventh Olympic Games.

The team of stalwarts, 250 strong, was 
ushered out of the country on the wings 
of a reception without parallel for such 
an occasion. Parades, speeches and 
other appropriate farewell cefemoniés 
were included in an élaborate program 
carried out under the auspices pf the 
American Olympic Committee: The de- 
parture was marred, however, by com- 
plaints from some of the @thietes over 
the prospect of making the trip .abroad 
under unfavorable transportation condi- 
tions: The reports that the athictes 
would be: compelled to sleep in bunks 
located below the water line es oe 
Matoika aroused several of the icad 
members of the team. The dene

JAILED FOR STEALING LABEL. 


D.. Franklin and S. Simon Copied 
Big Store’s Trademark. 


David Franklin, 31 years old, of 1,009 
Kelly Street, the Bronx,‘ and Sidney 
Simon, 24 years old, of 1,927 Eighty- 
sixth Street, were sent to jail yester- 
day for six months to three years for 
violating the State trademark law by 
causing facsimiles of the trademark, 
“ Franklin Simon and Company,” to be 
printed in English script and sewed into 
the wares which they sold at their shop 
at. 32 Ynign Square. 5 

The two men were tried: and convicted 
in Special Sessions before Justices Dan- 
iel }#.

Metchie, a nter, 
testified that the -defendant Franklin 
had giye him a Franklin Simon label 
and asked for. 500 exact copies of it.
